A neat and unique design, and differs from the devices on all of our other coinage. This 
specimen is in my opinion before all the others in artistic beauty, significancy, and diversity. I 
would respectfully recommend its adoption. 


No. 2 - OBVERSE — “Head of Washington,” Motto, “In God we trust” and date, etc. 
REVERSE — Same as No. 1; a neat and elegant design. 

No. 3 — OBVERSE — “Head of Washington,” U.S. of America and date. 
REVERSE — Wreath and figure, etc., 5 cents. 

No. 4- OBVERSE — “Head of Washington,” Motto, “In God we trust” and date,. 


REVERSE — Wreath and figure “5.” 


Be pleased to notify me of your 
decision as early as convenient, so that the dies may be prepare for the coinage of the specimen 
selected.
